Letter from Louisiana. 

NUMBER SIXTEEN. 

Baldwin, La., Aug. 1, 1874. 

Mr. Humphries :—I was to tell you, 
I believe, of the abject, miserable condi¬ 
tion of a pair of these “howlers” against 
taxation and negro government. One, 
the woman who made the speech at the 
barbecue, and who intends to roast us 
next, is so poor that she only has 3,000 
acres of land to get a living from, and 
twees do not trouble her garden patch, 
for she will not pay a cent, neither can 
it be sold, for it was hers before marriage, 
and the laws of Louisiana have no power 
over such property. 

Two persons may marry, neither own¬ 
ing a dollar, the husband then endows 
the wife with any sum, say $10,000, or 
the first $10,000 he earns are hers, and 
until he has an excess over this sum he 
cannot be held for debt. Is not that a 
pretty little game? This is true, for I 
have it from a prominent business man. 

The second sufferer of whom I write 
has 4,000 acres, none of it worked be¬ 
cause he would not encourage his former 
slaves to stay upon the plantation, and 
as he was an unkind master, men don’t 
seek him for work, neither he them. Now 
he is trying to work a bill through Con¬ 
gress, giving him $70,000 as damages 
from the war, and he a Union man. 
Union man indeed ! He beat and put 
into the stocks a woman slave of his be¬ 
cause when she saw “our boys in blue” 
coming she went out.into the yard and. 
upon her knees and with uplifted handa 
sang, “Bless the Lord, the Yankees are 
corning.” If he gets this little sum he 
can continue to live in idleness, and the 
interest will pay taxes and support him 
and pay his wine and gambling bills. 
You farmer, toiling in your fields, don’t 
you feel called upon to pray that this poor 
man may succeed, and get his living by 
tho sweat of the National brow instead 
of his own 1 You Democrats who 
sympathize with these oppressed planters, 
how would you like to compare your 
toil-hardened hands with these soft palms; 
your days of labor with those these spent 
in rest after anight of gambling and wine 
drinking 1 Know you that they judge 
all Northerners to be coarse and rough, 
because never having owned slaves, they 
have always worked, and the working

ored people in turning from their best 
friends, those who have known them 
longest and have a common interest, to 
listen to the thievish carpet-bagger, then 
make their plea a ridiculous burlesque 
by calling them an ignorant, vicious, 
inferior race. The paper I quoted from 
in my last had a doleful article upon this 
subject, and in the next column railed 
against them for putting men of their 
own color into office, and applied to them 
epithets that are too low for me to re¬ 
peat to you in this. They make aplain state¬ 
ment to the colored man of his inferior¬ 
ity, beastliness, <kc., then expect him to 
turn like a much whipped child from the 
kind friend to cling to the drunken, 
abusive father. Oh, the consistency one 
meets here! 

There isno news from the White League 
Occasionly some theatening mes¬ 
sage comes that the Democrats arc soon 
coming upon us, <fco., but I think it is 
done to frighten the people. Saturday 
the New Orleans Times gave two columns 
ofextraots taken from other papers to 
prove that the League intends bloodshed 
if opposed. It certainly made out a 
bad case. • I hardly gefr the bear¬ 
ings of this paper. When I first came 
it was bitter upon the negro, and the 
government, but its tones are softening. 
It claims to be a Democratic organ, open 
to conviction, but opposed to the League. 
May be the editor wants an office, or 
thinks best to make his garden on the 
sunny side. Some of these old rebels 
work well in tho Republican harness. 
General Longstreet has taken a straight 
course, and has held for four years an 
important office in New Orleans. Ho 
says he fought with all his might, but ac¬ 
cepted the issues of the war and changed 
his position to accord with the times. 
Beauregard, too, is either very polite or 
wholly reconstructed. Jeff. Thompson, 
too, for the sake of a big job of engineer¬ 
ing, turned his coat. These are shining 
examples, yet how badly disappointed 
will bo tho man who expects that the 
South as a mass has become leavened by 
tliis leaven. 

I have not mentionedthecolored schools 
heretofore, as I wished time to pass so 
you would take it for granted that I 
write advisedly. Schools at present are 
in rather a bad condition. Public funds 
are low, and tho Parish Board grant li¬ 
cences as best pleases fhem, the number 
of months not being fixed by law: Here 
we have had but three months public 
school so far this year, and it is quite 
uncertain when they will open agaiu. I 
use the term public because tho Freed¬ 
man’s Aid Society is interested here, aud 
has authorized Miss C. to opeu school 
when she sees fit, and look to the Society 
for Biliary. Only five hours a day are 
required by law. Wages compare favor¬ 
ably with those of Northern teachers. 

This is not the land of social districts 
and neat school houses. Bofore the war 
there were but very few school buildings 
for white children outside of villagos, 
the plantations being so large, and resi¬ 
dences so far apart as to render it impos¬ 
sible to get together any number of chil¬ 
dren. Nearly all were educated at home 
until old enough to be sent a\Vay. Often 
a couple of families united in hiring a 
governess. It was against the law to 
teach the slave. After the war colored 
families refused to work on plantations 
whore their children could not go to 
school, and in many instances planters 
were forced to hire a teacher, and build 
a school house or fit up a cabin. Now 


these plantations that have school houses 
are supplied with teachers from the pnb 
• behind as at the North. Not every 
plantation has a school, bntnothiore than 
two or throe can join together. Schools 
are free, and planned to have children of 
both races unit*; years hence this result 
may bo accomplished, but not now. 

i here is a great desire for an education 
among the colored people. In the Home 
school there are two women, one fifty 
the other nearly forty, learning to read 
and write, and one man, a Member of 
Assembly, who attends with the patience 
of a child. All parents, almost without 
exception, send their children to school 
and will take the last dollar to 
buy books and clothes ; sometimes they 
come with hardly clothes enough to cov- 
ei their nakedness. This means more 
than it does North, where thereis always 
p enty of work. H ere the meal and meat 
vanish without the prospect of more. 
Many seem to live upon almost nothing, 
a few fish or a handful of birds, vegeta¬ 
bles and skinny poultry. Even the most 
industrious are without money, and are 
living on next fall’s crop and the few odd 
jobs chance throws in their way. 

Many, of the young men and women 
work half the day and go to school tho 
other half, and also in the evening. The 
most prosperous make what to us would 
the greatest sacrifices, to send their chil¬ 
dren to good seminaries. Evening schools 
are an established institution. Children 
attend, but principally the older ones, 
and men and women of all ages and con¬ 
ditions.. They were opened at New Or¬ 
leans soon after the Mdse of the war, and 
hundreds of adults took their first les¬ 
sons in the primmer and made their first 
pot hooks. These schools are supported 
by the colored people, each scholar pay¬ 
ing so much pei month. Many of these 
young men are looking forward to Col¬ 
legiate courses. The New Orleans Uni¬ 
versity is full, and these institutions 
wherever found in the South are flourish¬ 
ing. 

I can hardly give a [decided opin¬ 
ion when asked if the colored scholar 
shows equal ability with the white. I 
do not think the grade of scholarship is 
as high, yet as books were first put into 
their hands ten years ago, there is good 
reason why the older students should not 
rank with ours. Among the younger 
class there are the bright and dull ones, 
as in all schools. Miss Coit tells me 
that she finds them as quick to learn, and 
as easy to govern as white children, and 
-she has had.a long experience as teacher 
of both classes, 

Then, too, these children labor under 
serious disadvantages. Scarcely any of 
them can have help to study at home. 
Many cannot get the books they need, 
then they are a roguish, healthy set, full 
of animal life, who can study, but must 
be made to, too many schools, composed 
of such children, have teachers who care 
for nothing but their pay, and because 
it is a colored school, no one who has 
any authority is interested enough to 
call the teacher to account, and the chil¬ 
dren are shamefully neglected. Now 
many of these schools are taught by 
colored teachers, some of whom do their 
duty more conscientiously than the white, 
others, through not being qualified, 
roughness of manners, &c., advance their 
pupils but little. 

These children are fine singers, Some 

of the richest voices I ever heard are 
tVicy nlrvp* with such kpp.n 

sense of enjoyment that IEe~ listener 

feels it, and enters into the spirit of both 
song and Binger. I have been amazed 
to hear in chapel, little fellows of, six 
and eight carry a fine alto when the air 
became too high, and others strike up 
into tenor or down to the Jbass equally at 
ease, and with taste and much natural 
skill. They are crazy to learn instru¬ 
mental music, and listen to the 
home melodeon, wheezy though it is, 
with as much awed intentness as though 
it were a harp in an angels hands. I can 
draw every child from the different rooms 
and from their play, and can stop passers 
by until the windows frame in dusky 
faces, by playing simple church tunes, 
and when I wish to set them off into 
twisting, dancing delight I strike up a 
“fast tune.” None of them ever sang 
with an accompaniment until a short 
time ago, when the melodeon was intro¬ 
duced into the Sabbath School, witli the 
greatest of ease. 

The first crop of figs is nearly gone. 
Sitting in tho shade of one’s fig tree is 
a verified saying here, and sitting under 
your neighbor’s just as common. It is 
indicated by the nature of the fruit that 
it is to be generously shared, not hoard¬ 
ed. One might call it the “latter day" 
manna. They ripen very fast, so there 
is an abundance, but they must bo eaten, 
preserved, or given away very soon, or 
you have them sour upon your hands. 
Twenty-four hours after picking is along 
time to keep them sweet. They aro a 
pretty fruit, much the shape, and about 
the size of the early summer pear, with 
a thin, purple or green skin, which 
you peal oft’, or if daintily done, which 
is stripped down, and falls over the finger 
ends, while you eat the fruit, in the re¬ 
fined style of banana eating. The inside 
has a peachy color, and is sweet, cooling 
and juicy, as much unlike the dried ones 
as dried berries are unltko fresh ones. 
Bo careful hew you handle green ones, as * 
the skin and juice aro irritating to tho 
flesh. The skin of the ripe fig will 
make the mouth sore. None are dried 
here, or sent to market in any way, ex¬ 
cept as carried to neighboring villages 
for immediate consumption. They are 
plentiful and bring but littlo. 

Lot mo tell an ant story and I will close. 
Tho other day I was called to the hall, 
where I saw a curious sight. Ants 
were pouring from under a door sill, and 
down tho hall for eighty feet ran a stream 
from one to two inches in width, and so 
close as to look like water in the dim 
light. Opposite the last two doors they 
broke the ranks, one file going through 
the parlor to the fire place, tho other 
across the opposite room. We watched 
them some momenta, then the noise of 
tho children running up nnd down the 
hall in imaginary races with them, seem¬ 
ed to scare them, and half way down the 
length they parted, going in opposite di¬ 
rections and soon disappeared. 

We have had no raiu for a week and 
it is hot and duBty. I think the ther- 
moneter has reached 98 in the shade, only 
one day, though. We have delicious 
melons in abundance. Fleas have dis¬ 
appeared, taking half our vexations with 
them.

The jury in tho matter of the Cen¬ 
tral Baptist church disaster, Syracuse, 
have reached a unanimous conclusion. 

After findiug that the chauge from pil¬ 
lars tri truss was made by direction of 
the building committee of the church, 
sanctioned by its board of trustees, with 
the consent and approval of the architect, 
as alleged by M. C. Palmer, tho acting 
member of the building committee, hut 
without his assent and without his ap¬ 
proval, as Mr. White himself affirms, 
they say : 

They find, that the work went on, and 
the fatal change of plan whs made, un¬ 
der a loose, indefinite, uncertain and im- 
business-liko way, for which building 
committee, architect and contractors 
are alike,but in different degrees, respon¬ 
sible. Thy cannot say less than that the 
interference of the chairman of the 
building committee with the plans of tho 
architect in so important a particular, 
however well intended, proved to lie far 
tally disastrous. Nor can tho architect 
throw off all responsibility, so long as he 
continued in professional relations to 
I and in superintendence of the building ; 

J knowing-that this change of plan had 
been made and was being carried out, 

I we think a duty devolved upon him 
' which lie did not fully perform. 

There is no difference in the minds of 
the jury as to the largo share of it (re¬ 
sponsibility) which should lost upon the 
builders. Tho timber of which the truss 
was composed was defective, nud the 
plainest mechanical principles for insur¬ 
ing strength were disregarded in its con¬ 
struction. 

Tho jury recommend a general law for 
inspection of old and now buildings.— 
Osw. Palladium.

Have our readers noticed the doings 
—literally the doings—of the Deaf and 
Dumb Convention held last week at 
Belleville, Ontario ? We present to-day 
a more detailed account of the proceed¬ 
ings than was supplied by telegraph; and 
indeed it would seem somewhat inappro¬ 
priate to send these silent speeches by 
wire. In an age of babble, we may be 
pardoned for luxuriously dreaming of the 
digital debate, and for recalling that 
quite professional couplet of O. W. 
Holmes, M. D., which tells us that “Si¬ 
lence like a poultice came to heal the 
wounds of sound.” For in this period 
of paper money and pretension, is not 
silence the only golden thing which is left 
us ? The most nervous can hardly fail 
to become a little less so, thinking of the 
profound peace brooding over that hush¬ 
ed, forever hushed assembly—that Qua¬ 
ker meeting saved from tedium by the 
digital agitation. Only for that finger¬ 
flying, it might have been a little too 
much like Life in Death. How deli¬ 
cious to have had motions made, points 
of order raised, the previous question 
put, mistakes corrected, and right to the 
floor asserted—all without the nuisance 
of noise ! The building of the Temple, 
when “no hammer fell,” must have l^en 
as nothing to it. Here was no audience 
—only pure spectatorship and ocular re¬ 
ceptivity. Did any one weary of differ¬ 
ences and get too much of discussion for 
healthy digestion—he had but to shut 
his eyes, and he was a thousand miles 
away in some cloistral valley of absolute 
peace. If ignornant of sign language, 
still it must have been a comfort to him 
to know that the business before the 
House was making steady progress with¬ 
out bother. Nor would it have been 
strange if there had come to him a sense 
of the superiority of these deaf-mutes 
deprived of two senses, one so often 
misemployed and the other so shameful¬ 
ly imposed upon. 

The world, foolish enough in many re¬ 
spects, is wise in the stigma of disappro-- 
bation which it has placed upon garruli¬ 
ty. “Less chin !” is the natural cry of 
despairing and irritated humanity. It 
is for this reason that men hang up in 
their places of business a doleful picture 
of a dead face in a coffin, with the in¬ 
scription : “This man was talked to 
death.” It may be doubtful whether any 
one ever actually expii’ed under the torture 
of talk, but there have been moments in 
the lives of many when they have felt 
even such supreme relief desirable. The 
wordy bore appears to exercise bis dread¬ 
ful art Trom sheer love of it. That he 
has nothing to say is nothing. If his 
victim yawns in his face, he is enraptur¬ 
ed, for that tempered spasm he regards 
as evidence of his conversational ability. 
Very rich is he in expedients of pro¬ 
longing an interview. Utterly inconsid- 
ei’ate is he of the relations of things, 
and misty are his notions of their com¬ 
parative importance. He struggles in a 
maze of episode. He shoots wildly 
through a tangle of digressions. Whatever 
is unimportant he impressively repeats, 
and whatever is particularly uninteresting 
heviciously emphasizes. Because his own 
mind is in a muddle, betakes it for grant¬ 
ed that yours is in the same condition, 
and he divides his time (and yours) be¬ 
tween misleading you and setting you 
right. The chances are that you will 
be obliged to do violence to the memory 
of Chesterfield, and ruthlessly insult him 
out of the room. But do not be alarm¬ 
ed ! Ho will be ready to forgive when¬ 
ever you are ready to listen ! 

This is an age of political experiment; 
we admit thai we have sometimes yearn¬ 
ed for the experiments of a Deaf and 
Dumb Congress ; and the Ontario Con¬ 
vention has reminded us of this fond 
dream. Brevity, which is wit’s soul, 
would be forced upon those who could 
only talk on their fingers, and so the 
printed reports of the debates would be 
reduced by many hundred tons. Be¬ 
tween long-windedness and long finger¬ 
ing there might not be much difference 
in respect of that physical exhaustion 
which is so desirable in the performer. 
And the transition to fistcuffs might, 
under the silent system, be more natural 
and predestinate; but every great reform 
has oertain drawbacks. Nothing in this 
world is perfect, and nothing is likely

largest number of deaf-mute communi¬ 
cants that ever assembled in the chu rch 
at one time, and it was also Dr. G.’s first 
tim§ of officiating at the Lord’s Supper 
here, though he has been in Mexico quite 
a number of times before. He first came 
to this village to marry a mute couple 
in 1857. 

As the mutes formed a class by them¬ 
selves alone to receive the Holy Com¬ 
munion, Dr. Gallaudet read the following 
to them by signs just before he delivered 
them the bread: 

The Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which wafl given for thee, preserve thy 
body and soul unto everlasting life. 
Take and eat this in remembrance that 
Christ died for thee, and feed on him in 
thy heart by faith, with thanksgiving. 

Afterwards Dr. G. read the following 
by signs, just before delivering the cup : 

The Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which was shed for thee, preserve thy 
body and soul unto everlasting life. 
Drink this in remembrance that Christ’s 
Blood was shed for thee, and be thank¬ 
ful. 

Some of the mutes, who had never 
before partaken of the consecrated bread 
and wine, seemed to get a full idea of 
the meaning of the holy emblems by Dr. 
G.’s signs, and will, in receiving them 
at the hands of other ministers not ac¬ 
quainted with the sign-language, contin¬ 
ue to realize and appreciate tbe sacra¬ 
ment more fully. 

We hope before many years have 
elapsed, all the deaf-mutes throughout 
the land will acknowledge the Episcopal 
Church as the mute’s best sanctuary in 
which to worship, and join it because of 
the Book of Common Prayer, which is 
admirably adapted to their use in attend¬ 
ing church. 

We may at some future day devote 
an editorial to the reason why it is 
proper that all deaf-mutes should be¬ 
come members of the Episcopal Church 
in preference to any other.

The Hartford 
Times relates a circumstance in the life 
of Laura Bridgman—the blind mute 
whose history excited so much attention 
many years ago—which indicates the re¬ 
markable acuteness of her remaining 
senses : 

While at the American Asylum a 
party of ladies, strangers to her, called, 
to see her, and had their interview with 
her after they had taken off and hung up 
their shawls, bonnets, etc. Laura (who 
has always possessed the sense of touch) 
went to each one of them and felt of 
them. After satisfying her curiosity in 
this way, she went on with her work— 
for she could knit and do a great many 
other things. When the ladies rose to 
depart, she went to the place where they 
had hung up their things, and taking 
down each article separately, carried it 
to its proper owner .—Boston Paper.
